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An Address 

Before An Assemblage Convened To Form A New Coin Club, 
Bridgeport, Conn., November 21, 1936 

I was so impressed with the number of collectors in the sector between 
Norwalk, Danbury and Bridgeport that I decided to signalize my appoint- 
ment as State Secretary with an effort to unify your activities by the highly 
desirable formation of a localized society. I sent out somewhat over thirty 
invitations to meet with me at these informal proceedings, and what an 
enthusiastic reception you have contrived! I have no ritualistic procedure, 
so that what we do here will be the result of your spontaneous enthusiasm 
and your settled determination to make this establishment one of the crown- 
ing features of your centennial year. 

It is particularly appropriate also that it should coincide with the issue of 
the “Barnum Half Dollar.” Those of you who sign your names to the roll of 
charter members will feel a comfortable realization that you are a part of a 
ceremonious program of significance in the historical annals of this section. 
Your commemorative half dollar has been widely discussed because of the 
stream-lined eagle designed to suggest an aeroplane. If it has no veiled 
significance with reference to your great Sikorsky plant, then we must 
assume that the traditional American avicular emblem is preparing to make 
record non-stop flights. If Mr. Barnum could speak today we might imagine 
him releasing the fact that he had ordered a 100-ton Sikorsky bombing 
plane from which one hundred men, fully equipped, could parachute behind 
the parade of “the greatest show on earth.” 

It has been proposed on the street in Hartford which we call “the curb 
exchange” that if Barnum’s profile were to be put on a commemorative, it 
would be appropriate to put Jumbo on the reverse side, but we should not 
expect such a party symbol to get by the Coinage Committee of a Democratic 
House, even though there was a precedent established for the Carolina Lord 
Proprietors as far back as 169 4. 

You ennoble Mr. Barnum when you put him on a coin of the realm. For 
his conspicuous philanthropies and benefactions none of us here doubt that 
he deserves it. Some of our contemporaries, however, regard him as the 
prince of pretense and the patron saint of all the high-pressure publicity 
experts this country has produced. 

You may think my dignity has been sacrificed and your finer sensibilities 
assailed for the sake of this persiflage, but Barnum had a hobby for the 
rare, the curious, the extraordinary; and he was a collector of freaks as 
well as fortunes, so that you may very well modernize his ambitions and 
emulate his propensity for gathering in the coins. It is a good old Yankee 
custom, but we must treat it in this society as an art rather than a science. 

If we duly regard the ethics of this kind of an association it can be laid 
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down as a tradition that no member will deliberately plan to exploit his 
associates. The thrill of a new species or a great rarity, the stimulation 
derived from new evidence, the studied and continuous improvement in the 
quality of the collection, or completion of a series, are the mainsprings of 
income upon which we declare our dividends. These and the fraternal re- 
lations are the psychological resources against which we charge off an 
occasional loss. The value of a coin is precisely what you are willing to pay 
for it, or what you can get for it. If you get “hooked,” you must feel that 
you have made a patriotic sacrifice in helping to liquidate the Depression. 

We must always distinguish between price and value as well as between 
money and wealth, and try to study the reasons for the fiuctuation in the 
purchasing power of any monetary unit. What does it mean to you when 
you read that call-money is cheap? 

You see, almost inadvertently, we have drifted into Economics, but I 
have been willing to lose my way for a moment to show you how closely 
allied is the engaging study of finance itself with its numismatic signifi- 
cance, including its historical relations with great rulers, great economic 
disturbances and great religious, social and governmental reformations. 

The American Republic devised a substantial currency system while the 
French Revolution and the attendant financial riot were in full swing. 
Washington, Adams and Jefferson in the decade between 1794-1804 gave 
us those wonderful old dollars we treasure so highly, whereupon the cheap 
clipped Spanish dollars brought in to purchase war materials began to 
operate under the inevitable provisions of Gresham’s Law, driving the 
American dollars from circulation and influence. If this does not suggest to 
your minds an analogy in our social and political life of today I’m sure I 
shall not attempt to create the conviction of prejudice or partisanism by 
pursuing it. We may recall, at any rate, how the A. E. F. returning from 
the great war found their jobs taken by young women and found them- 
selves disinherited by industry. It is the survival of the cheapest. Men 
have done well in specialized undertakings, but they have not earned good 
wages since. 

Why is it that the nations of the earth continue to use sweat-shop tactics 
with their currencies? I hold in my hand a simple small aluminum disc the 
size of one of our nickels. On one side is a regenerated Prussian eagle, and 
on the other the inflationary value of 200 marks. The 100,000, the 500,000, 
the million, billion and trillion mark pieces were counterstamped on the 
larger silver coins of the empire and are a prize in any collection. This was 
in 19 23 when one could have bought a residence in Berlin for the equivalent 
of five American gold dollars. It is an historical fact and not an aspersion 
when I say that Germany paid off her internal debt with this kind of stage- 
money. 

It was a two-edged sword because this paramount inflation brought 
France to the brink of economic chaos. If money is valueless, no one can 
take it either for reparations or in exchange for goods. Poincare, in turn, 
deflated the franc from 19 to 4 cents, wiping out 80% of the savings of his 
countrymen who did not possess gold. The insistent scramble of the French 
for redemption of currency in gold, which they re-sell in the United States 
at a premium, has reduced the hoard of the French Government from 5 
thousand millions to 3 thousand millions. France has installed a socialist 
ministry and imposed upon it the onerous necessity of a second deflation 
and of asking Great Britain and the United States not to strike below the 
belt while her right arm is momentarily crippled. 

I am not even trying to talk partisan politics when I suggest that the 
same thing could have happened here if we had been lured by the hum of 
the gold-bugs or the gold of the hum-bugs. Thanksgiving is now near. I 
propose it as an occasion for consolation that someone has had the “intes- 
tinal fortitude” to take gold away from everybody and so prevent the pro- 
fessional money changers from embarrassing the average citizen by manipu- 
lation. Neither Briand, Doumergue, Laval nor Flandin had the courage or 
power to do it in France. Nevertheless, the old gold standard is dead and 
I am told will remain in purgatory for some time to come! 

I intended to touch on Inflation only long enough to determine its effect 
on coin collecting. The most devastating system of inflation ever devised 
in the modern world occurred in France, 17 90-9 6, when the assignat print- 
ing presses only caused a constantly increasing demand for more and more 
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fiat currency. We have all the evidence of their experience and I do not 
therefore believe that we have an infiationary peril with us today. 

If gold should be raised a second time from 3 5 to 50 dollars per ounce, 
commodity values may rise against the influence of competition, but our 
tax liabilities would be materially reduced, for a large percentage of the 
Government debt would be wiped out over-night. If we ever do catch, in 
dangerous form, that malignant economic disease called budgetary infla- 
tion, people will have to protect themselves by investments that will sustain 
the least possible loss. One of the best hedges are coins and stamps, for 
the constantly increasing demand already has and will continue to enhance 
their value. As we lay away rare coins we acquire the custom of banking 
the rest of our savings. Coin collecting is a habit of thrift. 

I do not have special reference to commemorative half dollars which are 
having a boom under the combined influence of commercialism and patriotic 
fervor. Of course the various centenary commissions have not been entirely 
fair to the coin collector, but their avarice is neutralized in the fact that no 
matter what the subscription price, it is very certain to advance. Many new 
collectors are coming into the ranks today because of these special issues. 

They are losing prestige because of their frequency, however, and the 
idea of putting the likeness of any living man on the obverse as a substitute 
for the figure of Liberty should be discouraged and discontinued by indig- 
nant protest. 

I think the idea of combining the profile of a contemporary President in 
jugata with that of Washington may be considered conventional, but the 
use of our national coinage for publicity campaigns for living beings is a 
practice that any collector anywhere may consistently denounce as a viola- 
tion of the tradition which demands that the symbol or design chosen for 
the obverse must carry the impression of Liberty, either expressed or im- 
plied. If an incident does not have perspective or if time does not cast a 
halo of civic righteousness about the deeds of a man in public life, then 
we cannot distinguish between ambition and reputation: between arrogance 
and honor. 

The father of constitutional democracy and representative government 
has lain in his grave here in Connecticut for nearly three centuries unher- 
alded and unsung. You have a detached view. You might let me know if 
I am oversensitive on this subject. 

While I have never collected coppers, I think they will resume their wide- 
spread popularity when the sing-song, insipid stuff we get about commemo- 
ratives begins to pall on our indulgence. 

What do you really know, for instance, about the Elgin or Albany com- 
memorative half dollars, and are you familiar with the historic background 
that sustains so many issues of the Oregon Trail? It Seems to me that 
substantial citizens spending years in the urgency of responsible business 
and professional positions need something to stimulate their faculties and 
satisfy a curiosity about their own institutions. If there is nothing in 
numismatics but commercialism and politics — well I leave you to contem- 
plate the thought and complete it, each one for himself. 

I wish to present my personal and official respects to the ladies who are 
present. I notice the roster of the A. N. A. is giving evidence that more( 
and more women are becoming interested in this avocation. Some of our 
colleagues in New York have spent considerable research in determining 
woman's influence in numismatics, but I cannot elaborate the subject here. 

It is a very significant fact that all the modern nations have personified 
Liberty in the gracefully poised bust of a glorified woman. It is not only 
permissible but compulsory to be jealous of this woman and what she stands 
for. It is an almost imperceptible transition from liberty to privilege and 
license. 

I am showing you one of the choicest pieces in my collection. It is a 
silver medal designed by Dupree and issued shortly after the surrender at 
Yorktown to commemorate the independence of the U. S. A. On the ob- 
verse is the figure of Liberty with flowing tresses, the liberty-pole and 
Phrygian cap. On the reverse stands the heroic figure of La France in the 
helmet of Minerva protecting the infant America from the British lioness. 

Putnam, Franklin and Pinckney belonged to that period. Their battle 
is over. We are no longer contending with the British for our liberties. 
The men who perpetuate that contest are only laying a smoke screen. The 
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drive for liberty has always come from beneath. It is a perennial obligation 
like weeding the garden. 

The French included Equality and Fraternity with Liberty on their coin- 
age, but it has never been quite realized and “it can’t happen here,” for we 
live in a composite social structure and, it seems to me,- the fundamental 
instincts in human nature have not changed since the pithecanthropus arose 
to his feet in the congress of Nature to review the impedimentia in his walk 
of life and to register a complaint against the existing order.

British Medals 

At a recent meeting of the New Zealand Numismatic Society Sir James 
Elliott read a paper on “British Medals,” of which the following is the 
substance: 

The study of medals, a branch of the science of numismatics, is of value 
from an historical, antiquarian and artistic point of view. Medallic art was 
sculpturesque portraiture demanding both simplicity and breadth. It was 
very difficult to avoid only moderate success or failure, for a worthy medal 
taxed the skill of the designer, the artist, the engraver and the jeweler. 
The two words “medal” and “metal” had the same origin. Medals were 
usually struck for the commemoration of great events and after the lapse 
of ages often remained as the only memorials of faded achievements and 
splendors. Medals had become established as a reward of valor, scholar- 
ship, service to king and country, saving human life, and of exploration. 
Like coins, medals could be put to noble or ignoble use, for storming the 
imminent deadly breach, or fattening pigs, or growing sweet peas. The 
intrinsic value of a medal was of little account. Its worth rested alone on 
the achievement it commemorated. A piece of faded medal ribbon might be 
extrinsically as valuable as a Raphael to its owner. Medallions were made 
by the Greeks and Romans. One of the differences between a medallion and 
a medal was that the latter was worn by the owner. The striking of medals 
became a distinct art in the fifteenth century. The earlier Italian medals 
recorded events, and even the Medici used medals as well as poisons for 
political propaganda. When the use of armor for soldiers was abandoned 
they wore metal badges to denote their allegiance. Both the soldiers and 
the metal badges were very numerous, crude and cheap. For mighty men 
of valor, a limited number of badges, gold, silver or jeweled, were fashion- 
ed. The common metal badges evolved into the regimental badges of the 
present day, and the other special form of decoration now had its counter- 
part in medals awarded for gallantry and distinguished service. The first 
medals issued to English fighting men were for service against the Spanish 
Armada. (Foreign countries issued medals to soldiers earlier). Good 
Queen Bess was then in an ecstasy of delight not only because English sail- 
ors had driven the Armada off the sea, but because France and the Vatican 
was baffied, James of Scotland was conciliated, the Queen of Scots was in 
her grave, and the Lord in his infinite mercy had removed from this earthly 
scene the Duke of Guise. The Armada medals were in three designs and 
were awarded to the sea fighters and also to favorites at the Court. An 
Armada medal and a smile from the Royal imperious lady could quicken the 
pulses of a lagging courtier. 

One of the designs showed a bay tree set in the midst of our sceptred 
isle, with storm and lightning affrighting the sky, but not a leaf of the bay 
tree trembling. The second design of the Armada medal showed the royal 
cipher, E. R., in the sky, for the sky was the limit then, as now, and the 
third design revealed the Ark on the Flood, an allusion to the English fiag- 
ship, the Ark Royal. All these medals were oval, roughly cast and then 
chased carefully by hand. After the destruction of the Spanish Armada the 
custom of issuing medals for naval and military service almost ceased. 

The medals of James 1 possessed much artistic merit. Janies I was gen- 
erally shown wearing a big, broad-brimmed hat with feathers, but some- 
times clad in armor. Charles I gave medals for soldiers certified by the 
commander-in-chief as having served in a forlorn hope, but, Stuart-like, did 
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not persist long in rewarding those who were privileged to fight for his 
sacred person. The Parliament gave a medal to all of Cromwell’s troops 
who took part in the crowning victory of Dunbar in 1650. This Dunbar 
medal was the first medal in British history awarded for a military cam- 
paign. The medals awarded to Admiral Blake and to General Monk had 
chains attached worth £300 each. 

Charles II issued naval but no military medals because prize-money was 
used to pay the cost of these rewards. In 169 2 William and Mary issued 
medals for the Battle of La Hogue, and for the next fifty years few medals 
were issued. One hundred and forty medals were issued by George III for 
Lord Howe’s victory of the glorious First of June, and officers only received 
the same medal later for St. Vincent, the Nile, Trafalgar, Capture of the 
Chesapeake and other engagements. These medals hung from chains, or 
else from white ribbons blue-edged. The Battle of the Nile in 1798 raised 
Nelson to the peerage; the officers received gold medals, and the seamen 
nothing. To remedy so gross an injustice, Davison, Nelson’s prize agent, 
at his own expense gave a medal to each petty officer and seaman, and also 
to higher officers, who already had their gold medals, as a reward for not 
actively opposing the issue to the men. Nelson’s gold medal is now worth 
£180. Queen Victoria gave a few survivors of Trafalgar a Naval General 
Service medal with a bar for Trafalgar. Too often when a war ended so 
also did all memory of the soldiers’ or sailors’ services. “England expects 
every man will do his duty,’’ even if his destination be an earlier grave or 
the workhouse. A Mr. Boulter, of Birmingham, issued medals to the men 
who raised Britain’s sea power to its zenith in the thunders of Trafalgar. 
These medals were inscribed “To the heroes of Trafalgar from Mr. Boulter.’* 

The Honorable East India Company issued medals without stint to native 
troops from the year 1778. The Peninsular War restored to the successors 
of Marlborough’s Army the glory which for a whole age had departed from 
it. To quote Napier: “These veterans had won nineteen pitched battles and 
innumerable combats; had made or sustained ten sieges and taken four 
great fortresses; had twice expelled the French from Portugal, once from 
Spain; had penetrated France and killed, wounded or captured two hundred 
thousand enemies — leaving of their number forty thousand dead, whose 
bones whiten the plains and mountains of the Peninsula.’’ When the Penin- 
sular War had reached a third of its allotted span the British Government 
decided to strike a gold medal for officers who had been in action. The 
ribbon was crimson with blue edges, and later bars were awarded. The 
Great Duke could not wear his medal because it had twelve bars and was a 
foot long. Therefore, it was ordained that after four bars a gold cross 
should be given. This was in the form of a Maltese Cross and suggested 
later the pattern for the Victoria Cross. Wellington received nine bars, not 
four, and a Cross. The men of the rank and file, “rakings of Hell,’’ though 
some of them might have been, were filled with resentment that they were 
to be denied the medals which they had so nobly won. The officers generally 
were in favor of justice for the men, but some powerful politicians and a 
small detached military group (and, strange to say the Iron Duke himself) 
were for denying the remnant of the army its rights. The Duke of Rich- 
mond engaged the sympathy of the young Queen and she began a persistent 
correspondence with the Duke of Wellington, and at last, in 1848, the mili- 
tary General Service medal was made available for soldiers of all ranks who 
had served in the Peninsula. This medal has the famous profile of Queen 
Victoria by William Wyon on the obverse, and on the reverse the young 
Queen placing a wreath on the head of the Duke of Wellington, who kneels 
at her feet. The date is 1793-1814, but the Peninsular War began in 1808; 
so the medal was issued forty years after. The few survivors were dis- 
gusted that the Duke’s figure should appear on the medal. It was a painful 
piece of history. The sight of Wellington on the field of battle had been 
worth a new division to his men. He had been their incomparable leader — 
and he had lost their regard. 

Throughout Victoria’s great reign a bewildering number of campaign 
medals were issued. The Naval General Service medal was issued in 1848 
for sea-fighting from 179 3-18 40. There are 230 different bars. Crimean 
medals, except those given to men who rode in the Charge of the Light 
Brigade, are valued at a few shillings — this for a reward of blood and 
agony. There are medals for the Indian Mutiny in 1857; the Second China 
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War, 1857-60J New Zealand, 1845-70 and 1860-1866, the medal being struck 
in 1869. On the obverse of the New Zealand medal is the profile of Queen 
Victoria, crowned and heavily veiled. The reverse bears a laurel wreath 
with the words “New Zealand Virtutis Honor,” and 22 different dates, and 
some medals have no date. The ribbon is deep blue with a red centre strip. 
The clasp has a plain ball from which project straight arms chased with the 
design of fern fronds. Its maximum sale price is about two and a half 
guineas. 

The Victoria Cross was created by Queen Victoria following a parade be- 
fore her of Crimean heroes, many sadly maimed, to receive medals bearing 
bars for Alma, Inkernian and Balaklava. The Queen decided to grant a 
Cross “For Valour” to be valued by men more than their own lives, and yet 
of no intrinsic worth. The V. C., which is made of bronze, looks like gold 
when first issued. Hours are spent in chasing the surface, and then it is 
lacquered. The crosses were first struck from guns captured from the 
Russians in the Crimea, and now they were cast. Fifteen Victoria Crosses 
were granted in New Zealand Wars. The first air officers to receive the 
V. C. was Second Lieutenant Rhodes-Moorhouse, posthumously, a New 
Zealander. There is also now a beautiful Distinguished Flying Cross. 

The New Zealand Cross is rare and has an interesting history. On 10th 
March, 18 69, the Governor of New Zealand decided to issue a medal for 
distinguished service in the Maori Wars in the local Militia, Volunteer Force 
and Constbulary. In advising the Secretary of State what he had done, he 
explained that he thought it right as Governor to act at once to save time, 
and he intended no insult to Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, by acting without 
prior consent. The Secretary of State, Lord Granville, replied that the 
Governor had overstepped the limits of his authority. The Queen was pre- 
pared to sanction what he had done, but such an incident must on no 
account arise again. The New Zealand Cross is similar in shape to the 
V. C., but is of silver and has the same ribbon as the V. C. A star is shown 
on each limb of the N. Z. Cross and in the centre are the words “New Zea- 
land,” surrounded by a gilt laurel-wreath. There were 22 awards of the 
New Zealand Cross, and a few years ago only one survivor. 

The Queen’s South African Medal is of a beautiful design and the medals 
given for the Great War are well known. War medals are struck in silver 
at the Royal Mint. The diameter is generally 1 7/1 6th of an inch. Forge- 
ries are rather smaller because they are cast from originals and shrink 
in the process. Spurious medals have rather pimply and spotty faces. The 
value of bars varies greatly and they are easily forged. If a name is very 
famous the value of the medal to the collector is greatly enhanced. The 
Royal Army Medical Corps earns Victoria Crosses out of proportion to its 
numerical strength. A medal for naval service is usually more valuable 
than one for military service because there are fewer recipients. The value 
of Waterloo medals vary greatly according to regiments; Scots Greys and 
Inniskilling Dragoons are listed at about £8; Guards, about £4.5.0; the 
Black Watch, £15; the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, £20. This fine old 
Ulster Regiment was posted near the centre of the British line by no less 
a person than the Duke himself, who instructed that they were on on account 
to move. They obeyed his orders so implicitly that, at the end of that ter- 
rible Sabbath day, barely a hundred out of the whole battalion could limp 
from the place where their dead lay face-forward, smoke-stained and in- 
carnadined. 


COMMEMORATIVE COINS AND MEIIALS FOR NEW ZEALAND. 

At a recent meeting of the New Zealand Numismatic Society it was de- 
cided to recommend for the consideration of the Government that a com- 
memorative half crown be issued at face value to commemorate the centen- 
nial of New Zealand in 1940. The president. Sir James Elliott, said that 
the annual report crystallized the views of the society in regard to coins 
versus medals for modern commemorative purposes. It was desirable that 
this important event in the history of the country should be fittingly com- 
memorated, and there was nothing better than coins, which were durable 
and illustrative keys to history; they had a wider geographical distribution 
than statuary, and throughout the centuries had remained the best and most 
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convenient form of commemorating historical events. Mr. Allan Suther- 
land advanced the view that a commemorative half crown, issued at face 
value, would be a popular means of commemorating the centennial. Such 
coins would flow as currency and everyone would share in the commemora- 
tion, and be enabled to retain specimens as permanent mementoes of the 
event. If a decimal system of coinage were adopted, as had been suggested 
for 19 40, the proposal would be subject to review. Mr. A. Quinnell, Miss 
U. Tewesley, and Mr. H. G. Williams advocated the issue of a complete 
series of new designs for the centennial year. Mr. H. G. Mayer favored the 
issue of a commemorative half crown, with perhaps a medal for limited 
circulation. The cost of new dies for a complete series of new designs 
would be considerable, and the present designs had not been in use long 
enough to warrant a complete change. Sir James Elliott said that the New 
Zealand coin designs had been carefully chosen as emblematical of New 
Zealand and he assumed that they would long remain in use, with, perhaps, 
minor alterations. 

Questions were asked regarding coronation sets for New Zealand, and it 
was explained that the Treasury had received no advice in that connection 
from England and therefore it was likely that the head of the new King 
would appear on New Zealand coins only as fresh supplies were required. 
Press reports indicated that a complete series of new reverse designs had 
been prepared by G. Kruger Gray for the Imperial Coronation set, whilst 
H. Paget and P. Metcalfe had prepared the uncrowned and crowned efflgy 
of his Majesty King Edward VIII to appear on all new Imperial and Do- 
minion issues. Mr. C. Berry asked when New Zealand pennies and half- 
pennies would be issued to replace the Imperial bronze coins in use, and to 
complete the New Zealand series. It was explained that the Society had 
made no deflnite representations on the subject. Some members had re- 
frained from pressing for any change because in the event of the decimal 
system of coinage being adopted, such as the crown-cent scheme, the penny 
and the halfpenny would be the only coins abolished, to be replaced by a 
cent, whilst all the silver coins now circulating could be fitted into the 
decimal system (crown, 100 cents; half crown, 50 cents; florin, 40 cents; 
shilling, 20 cents; sixpence, 10 cents, and threepence, 5 cents). It was 
agreed that the matter would have to be settled before the centennial year. 

Mr. Sutherland said that some New Zealand historians had expressed the 
view that Governor Hobson should be commemorated in some enduring 
way, preferably on a medal similar to the Society’s attractive Waitangi- 
Bledisloe medal, 19 35. He explained that the bust of Hobson could not be 
shown on a coin, as it was not usual to have two heads on a coin, and 
therefore the Waitangi-Hodbson medal proposal additional to the com- 
memorative coin, seemed an attractive one. He suggested the matter might 
be decided by a committee representative of the Centennial Committee, the 
Waitangi Trust Board, the New Zealand Numismatic Society, and the Gov- 
ernment. Sir James Elliott considered that the medal proposal should be 
held over meantime, and subsequently it was decided to make a deflnite 
recommendation to the Government that a commemorative half crown be 
issued at face value and that the Society offer its co-operation in respect of 
any further coins or medals decided upon by the Government to mark the 
centennial of New Zealand in 1940. 


THE UOANOKE ( OLONY H/ALF DOIJiAR. 

Word has been received from the Roanoke Colony Memorial Association, 
Manteo, N. C., that the Sir Walter Raleigh-Virginia Dare half dollar is ex- 
pected to be ready for delivery in January. The issue is 25,000 pieces and 
all will be struck at the Philadelphia mint. The president of the associa- 
tion states that all orders received to date (December 20) will be filled, and 
that “no short cut or collusion tactics to boost the price will be permitted.” 
The price asked by the association is $1.65 each, which includes postage, 
packing, etc. 

The design for the coin has been pronounced by experts and experienced 
coin collectors as one of the most beautiful they have seen. D. B. Fearing 
is chairman of the Roanoke Colony Memorial Association. 
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Editorial Comment — Numismatic News 

OUR NEW COVER. 

We hope our readers will like the new cover used on this issue of The 
Numismatist as we enter the fiftieth year of publication. Its use is in 
response to suggestions that we put a little more life into the front cover 
page. 

In these days many magazines, either weekly or monthly, appear with a 
different front cover page each issue. This custom makes it difficult to 
recognize at a glance that particular publication among a lot of magazines. 
But we cannot be accused of monthly or even frequent changes. In its 
nearly fifty years The Numismatist has used only four designs for its front 
cover, the one just discarded having been used first in February, 1913. 

The decision to make the present change has not been hastily reached. 
It has been under consideration for the last two years. The new cover is 
in keeping with the modern treatment of cover pages for the class of 
publications to which The Numismatist belongs. 

Each month our cover will contain an illustration of a coin or coins, or 
medal, or paper money. These will have no bearing on anything contained 
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in that particular issue. They will merely be illustrations of numismatic 
specimens to make a little clearer to an observer the character of the 
publication. 


The Future of Shatl They Be issued 

Commemorative Coins ^ 

We would only be guessing if we attempted to forecast the attitude of 
the new Congress, which meets early in January, toward new issues of 
commemorative coins. There will be many new faces in both houses of the 
new law-making body, and some changes in the two committees which will 
consider coinage bills. As to the approving or vetoing power of the Presi- 
dent, experience has shown that he has not been antagonistic to them. 

In the closing days of the last Congress a bill was passed by the House 
authorizing a coin for Norfolk, Va., and another bill authorizing a medal 
for the same occasion was passed by the Senate, the latter bill being signed 
by the President. 

A bill was also passed authorizing a half dollar for Antietam, but the 
House failed to ratify a Senate amendment, and the bill failed. 

It is expected that these two issues at least will come before the new 
Congress, as well as bills for some of the other coins which failed to pass 
either house last year. 

When Congress adjourned last summer it was the feeling around the 
Capitol that no more commemorative coinage bills should be passed, at 
least under the conditions that have been prevailing. Many issues had 
been authorized during 1934, 1935 and 1936, and many complaints about 
unfair distribution of some of them had reached the committees as well as 
individual members of Congress. The Legislative Committee of the A. N. 
A. had been given a hearing before the Senate Committee on Banking and 
Currency, and bills passed after that time contained certain restrictions in- 
tended to correct some of the abuses that had grown up in the distribution 
of a few of the issues. Few complaints of unfairness have been heard since 
that time. 

There is a feeling among collectors that the issuing of commemorative 
coins should be continued, but under entirely different conditions — that 
they should be issued and distributed by the Government, and not by 
groups of men organized as commissions to commemorate historical local 
events. 

At the Minneapolis convention of the A. N. A. a motion by Mr. Kortjohn 
was adopted to place the A. N. A. on record as favoring the continuation of 
the series under Government control. Mr. Kortjohn mentioned some of the 
details of a plan which he believed would be satisfactory to collectors. 

A New Plan For Issuing Uoiiiineniorative Uoiiis. 

We present below a plan in more or less detail embodying some of Mr. 
Kortjohn’s suggestions, but differing in detail, which might be taken as a 
basis for future action by the A. N. A. on commemorative coins. 

First — Scrap in its entirety the present plan of issuing half dollars for 
distribution by commissions. 

Second — Have a small number — two to four — of half dollars issued each 
year to commemorate worth-while events in American history. 

Third — All coins to be struck in proof, the number of pieces of each issue 
to depend entirely upon the demand. 

Fourth — The price of the coins (in proof) to be $2 each, whether for one 
or a thousand. 

Fifth^ — Each issue to bear one date and to be struck at the Philadelphia 
mint. 

Sixth — The coins to be sold at a place to be designated by the Govern- 
ment, either at the Philadelphia mint, the Bureau of the Mint in Washing- 
ton, or some other Government agency. 

To obtain approval by the Bureau of the Mint of a proposition of this 
kind it would have to be made attractive — attractive not only on the sur- 
face, but in its entire operation. The cost of preparing designs and cutting 
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a pair of dies for each coin involves considerable expense, which the Mint 
Bureau probably would not care to assume without feeling sure that the 
profit from the sale of the coins would be sufficient to pay the cost of the 
issue. Perhaps enough coins could be sold at $1 each to do this. But if 
the price is fixed at $2 each, it would add attraction to the proposition. 
And if the matter was placed before the authorities in the light of a money- 
making proposition for the Government and a new source of revenue, even 
in a small way, chances of success would be enhanced. 

Two dollars is not an exorbitant price to pay for a commemorative half 
dollar. We have been paying this amount, or close to it, for many of the 
recent issues, and these have been only uncirculated coins. If all were 
struck in proof we would have the assurance that every piece would be per- 
fection. The Philadelphia mint has recently revived the practice of striking 
proof coins for collectors, and this proposed plan would fit in well with the 
operations of the mint. 

Perhaps the most difficult part of such a program would be to determine 
which historical events should be commemorated and who would determine 
them and have supervision over the coin designs. At the present time 
there does not seem to be any Government bureau whose organization 
seems particularly adapted to this work. Perhaps the nearest to it is the 
Division of History of the Smithsonian Institution. It has been suggested 
that a committee of five — a representative of the Smithsonian, one from 
the Bureau of the Mint, an artist of standing in his profession, a member of 
the Fine Arts Commission, and a member of the A. N. A. — might be named 
as a commission to take over the details of deciding which historical events 
are worthy of being commemorated and to select suitable designs. This 
committee would have no power to authorize the issue of commemorative 
coins. Its functions would be advisory only. Perhaps a new bill would 
be necessary for each issue of coins, much the same as in the past. As each 
issue would mean a change in the existing design of the half dollar, some 
legislative authority for the change would be necessary. We feel sure that 
such a plan is feasible and that it is necessary if we are to continue to have 
commemorative coins. 

As we said above, the attitude Congress will take on the subject is prob- 
lematical. So far as possible, the interests of collectors will be taken care 
of by the Legislative Committee of the A. N. A., and all matters relating to 
the subject should be addressed to the chairman, L. W. Hoffecker, P. O. Box 
75, El Paso, Texas. Experience has shown that individual action by mem- 
bers of the A. N. A. does not always bring the most satisfactory results. 

It is possible, of course, that efforts will be made by some members of 
Congress to have the series continued as in the past. These coins have 
proved to be revenue producers for commissions desiring to commemorate 
important or unimportant historical events, and some of the members of 
Congress may not be willing to abandon, without a contest, this custom, 
which in most cases has been highly pleasing to a considerable number of 
their constituents.

Boyd as chairman. To him is due the special thanks of those who partici- 
pated in the exhibition of coins, the dinner and the motion-picture show. 
Thanks are also due to the American Numismatic Society and its officers for 
their cordial reception of collectors at the society’s museum on Sunday after- 
noon, November 15th. The courtesy of the British Empire Exhibition in

volunteering the use of its exhibition rooms for the exhibits of coins, medals, 
tokens and paper money is gratefully acknowledged, and likewise that of 
each of the exhibitors. 

On Saturday afternoon, November 14th, the various club members began 
to install their exhibits which covered, in a limited way, the entire subject 
of numismatics. The limitation was not imposed by the lack of material, 
but by lack of space. On the next day a large number of collectors, in- 
cluding T. James Clarke, President of the American Numismatic Association, 
journeyed to Broadway and 155th street and feasted their eyes on some 
of the rarities exhibited there, and otherwise enjoyed themselves by having 
a talk-fest on numismatic subjects dear to their hearts. On Friday, the 
20th, they and their wives and friends dined at the Old New York Room 
of the Rockefeller Plaza Restaurant, later going to the Radio City Music 
Hall, where they enjoyed the “Garden of Allah’’ and an excellent stage show. 
Somewhat over a hundred took advantage of these events, and, while a few 
did not particularly relish the feature picture, the majority seemed pleased. 
One part of the program that was missed this year was the talks given by 
prominent officials and well-known collectors. The exhibit was originally 
planned to be on view for only one week, but, owing to public demand, a 
request was made to continue it a second week so that it actually ended on 
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Saturday, November 2 8th. It was reported that almost twenty-two thousand 
people passed these exhibits. 

This year the colder weather seemed to have a bad influence in preventing 
distant collectors from visiting New York. It also made inadvisable the 
taking of photographs, which were so much in favor last year. One thing 
it did not prevent was the installation, inspection and discussion of exhibits, 
which are indoor sports anyway.

Commemorative Coins 

The Constitution Half Dollar. 

You will recall my communications to you earlier in the year in reference 
to the bill I had introduced in Congress to provide for a new coinage of 
half dollars during 1937, to be known as the “Constitution Half Dollar.*' 
Owing to deaths in the membership of the Congressional committees con- 
sidering this bill towards the end of the session it was not possible to get 
it reported out before adjournment. 

During the recess of Congress I have made an attempt to secure the 
co-operation, or at least the non-opposition, of the Treasury Department 
with reference to this particular item of “commemorative coinage." I am 
very happy to report that it is reasonable to believe that there will be all 
possible aid given now to the passage and enactment of a similar bill at the 
coming session of Congress. 

Yesterday I was in communication with Hon. Marcellus H. Evans, Repre- 
sentative in Congress from this city, and I prepared for him draft copies 
of a similar bill, for the purpose aforesaid, which he will introduce in the 
House of Representatives on the opening day of Congress. Before the 
middle of January next I will be able to again communicate with you to 
give you the exact numbers and title of the proposed bill for you to publish 
in the February 193 7 issue of The Numismatist so that the members of the 
A. N. A. may communicate with their local Representatives and Senators to 
urge prompt support of the bill and early passage thereof.

Wants Coinmein ora lives Continued. 

I have been an amateur collector of minor United States silver coins 
since I was a boy. As a young boy I sold newspapers, and occasionally 
coins would come through my hands which were of an unusual type, and I 
always kept these coins rather than pass them along. As the years went by I 
would gather a new coin every now and then. 

In recent years my interest in coin collecting began to wane. Most of 
the United States silver coins were more or less alike in design. My object 
was to collect coins with as many designs as could be had. I could see no 
incentive in collecting fifty dimes of the same design but with different 
dates, or fifty quarters of the same design but with different dates. 

Then came the boom of commemorative half dollars. My interest in coin 
collecting was renewed and I started to secure one of each type or a set, 
when they came in sets. I am not the lucky owner of a pair of rare Daniel 
Boones or the starred Grant. However, I am making no fuss over that. 
As far as the 193 6 commemorative coins are concerned, I have applied to 
every commission handling the distribution of the coins and thus far have 
obtained for my collection the coins as they have been issued. 

It appears that the American Numismatic Association has gone on record 
as being opposed to the issuance of commemorative coins. It seems as if 
they want only four coins issued each year and then only if the event it 
commemorates is of national importance. I do not agree with this stand. 
I do not care whether a coin commemorates a local event or a national event. 
When a coin is issued I am ready to apply for such commemorative coin, 
whether the price is one dollar, two dollars or even more. There are many 
coin collectors in this country who do not belong to the American Numis- 
matic Association. It is my personal opinion that if the Association con- 
tinues in its attempts to have Congress discontinue the authorization of 
further commemorative coins the numerous coin collectors in this country 
who are not now members of the Association will hesitate to join the 
Association. 
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Philatelists, on the other hand, encourage every new issue of stamps 
which comes out. They receive each new issue with enthusiasm. They do 
not try to cut down on the number of commemorative stamps. As a matter 
of fact, they want stamps for most any kind of event. Do you think there 
would be two million stamp collectors in this country if only one or two 
new stamps were made each year? 

The first commemorative coin was issued in 189 2. During a period of 
forty-four years approximately forty-five commemorative half dollars have 
been issued. This averages up to one coin a year. Can you see anything 
alarming at this number? I sincerely hope that 193 7 will give us as many 
commemorative half dollars as 193 6 has. 

There is much more that I could write in regard to commemorative half 
dollars, but I know you have other things to do with your time. As a sug- 
gestion I would advise that the American Numismatic Association refrain 
from attempting to dictate to Congress as to what coin or coins should or 
should not he authorized. 

I take more pride in exhibiting my set of Stephen Foster coins to my 
friends than I do in showing the whole collection of my old antiquated 
coins.

Favors Set of Presidential Half Hollars. 

I read with interest the article in the December issue of The Numismatist 
by John F. Hynes, suggesting that a set of commemorative half dollars be 
issued honoring the Presidents of the United States. I very much approve 
of his suggestion to do this, but would like to offer a suggestion to the one 
he made for the reverses of these coins. Instead of having the Statue of 
Liberty on the reverse of each and every one of the commemoratives, have a 
different reverse for each one depicting the public buildings, statues, monu- 
ments, etc., of the city of Washington, D. C. For example on the coin of 
George Washington could be the Washington Monument on the reverse; 
the Lincoln could have the Lincoln Memorial; Wilson could have the Arling- 
ton Memorial; other coins could have the Capitol, White House, Supreme 
Court Building, Sherman Statue, Department of Commerce Building, and 
others that may be selected. 

An issue of this nature would familiarize us with the city of Washington 
and also honor our Presidents, The monotony of a Statue of Liberty on 
each commemorative would also be eliminated, thus making a set that 
would be truly historical and educational. 

I for another would certainly appreciate having a set like this for an 
album. Since the price would not be prohibitive even in proof it should 
be a great boon to collectors throughout the world. 

I offer this as a suggestion supplementing the article by Mr. Hynes and 
hope to see some action toward this end. What do you collectors think 
of this? Let’s get behind this move and have Congress authorize such an

New York 

Numismatic 


By Our New York 
Correspondent 



During the past month the event of greatest interest to New Yorkers 
was the metropolitan coin convention. Nearly every member of the local 
clubs participated in one manner or another, but as The Numismatist gives 
a report elsewhere on this topic, no further comment will be made here. 

A number of auctions were held since we wrote last. The first was that 
held by J. C. Morgenthau & Co. This took place during the week of the 
convention. The material offered consisted mostly of U. S. coins in choice 
condition and was disposed of at good prices. It was said that the coins 
were not up to Morgenthau’s standard, but the prices paid indicated that 
collectors considered the coins to be desirable to own. 

A week later the Westchester County Coin Club held its first auction sale 
of two hundred lots. About twenty members were present and many of the 
lots sold at low prices; some lots were not sold at all. An hour after the 
sale began only sixty lots had been disposed of. The rest took another two 
hours to sell. The sale would have been unsuccessful from the financial 
viewpoint were it not for coins that had been donated. Considering the 
ordinary expenses and the great expenditure of time and effort of those that 
did the cataloging and selling, there was little reason for having large 
sales in future. It would seem to us that in an area where there are many 
coin dealers, coin clubs should not try to assume any of the functions rightly 
belonging to a dealer except in a minor way or to provide a source of amuse- 
ment to the members. 

An Elder auction was held early in December. At the end of January 
Mr. Elder will hold a sale of coins which were collected up to 19 08 by a 
retired collector and which cause Mr. Elder to become very enthusiastic. 

However, all the enthusiasm does not come from the direction of Elder’s. 
The next sale of Stack’s will be part of the collection of Mr. Howland, of 
New Bedford. We have seen some of the coins to be offered by them and 
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feel that we would like to own them in preference to what we now have. 
Well, even if we don’t own pieces like these at the present time, we are 
having a lot of fun trying to get them. 

On Sunday, December 6, we heard a half-hour broadcast over the red 
network of the National Broadcasting Company on the subject of coins. The 
program was sponsored by the Smithsonian Institution under the title, “The 
World Is Yours.” The speaker in his dramatization told of six coins he 
thought had a great effect on history. They were the U. S. silver dollar, 
the guinea, the florin, the denier, the golden aureus and the tetradrachm 
of Alexander. We would like to hear more programs of this kind because 
they stimulate interest in numismatics. 

A number of members of local clubs were given the benefit of the ex- 
perience of Howland Wood at the time of the convention. They were told 
how to distinguish a genuine Grant with star half dollar without looking at 
the star. We know of one case already where a commemorative collector 
was saved a lot of money by reason of this instruction. A few months ago 
Mr. Wood exhibited a half dollar supposedly struck at Denver in 1912 but 
struck over one of 1934. Now we have word that Mr. Chance, of New 
Jersey, received in his change a few days ago a quarter of 1897 struck over 
1894. We also know of a nickel of 1918 over 1917, but the latter two coins 
were probably struck from altered dies. We wonder what other recent over- 
dates are in existence in the U. S. coinage. Much is made of the 1887 over 
188 6 three-cent nickel, but these are common compared with those of more 
recent issue.

DEADER MEHL BREAKS ANOTHER RECORD. 

In the January 3 issue of the American Weekly, a section of all the Hearst 
Sunday papers of the country, there will be a full-page advertisement of 
B. Max Mehl, coin dealer, of Fort Worth, Texas. It will be the first page 
advertisement at the highest cost of a single advertisement that has ever 
been charged or paid in the world — $20,000. The rate for this page on 
December 27 was $17,500, but on January 3, the first issue in 1937, the 
price is $20,000, and Mr. Mehl says that he will be the first person in the 
world to pay that amount for a single page advertisement. 
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THIRD FAR WESTERN NUMISMATIC C ONFERENCE. 

The Third Far Western Numismatic Conference took place in San Fran- 
cisco November 13, 14 and 15. It was called by Ernest R. Wernstrom, 
State Secretary for California of the A. N. A., under the patronage of the 
California Coin Club and the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society. During 
the conference, which was held at the Whitcomb Hotel, a very representa- 
tive coin exhibit was open to the public and was visited by numerous 
people, who were very enthusiastic about the individual displays and the 
pictures of numismatic personages and events. The exhibit was another 
feather in the cap of our master showman Wernstrom. 

The conference was called to order by General Chairman Ernest R. Wern- 
strom with an address of welcome on Friday evening. A number of local 
members and out-of-town visitors were present. The welcome was respond- 
ed to by Ed. M. Lee, representing Mr. Krachey, president of the California 
Coin Club, who was unable to be present. It was also responded to by 
Harvey L. Hansen on behalf of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society, and 
by Warren Salz, secretary of the Junior Coin Collectors of San Francisco. 
After the greetings were over numerous telegrams and messages were read. 



The conference attendants then gathered for round-table discussions in the 
particular subjects of the numismatic science they were most interested in. 
Each table had a leader and the subjects that were discussed were as fol- 
lows: U. S. Coins, leader, Kenneth W. Lee; U. S. Commemorative Coins, 
leader, Chas. J. Knabenschuh; ancient coins, leader, Wm. Kraft; War 
Medals and Decorations, leader, R. A. Webb. From the results of these dis- 
cussions and the favorable comment it is to be hoped that round-table dis- 
cussions will become a part of the A. N. A. conventions as suggested by 
me several years ago in The Numismatist. 

Saturday morning the visitors were taken for a ride over the San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay Bridge, which had just been opened two days previously 
and for which the celei)ration was then in full swing. The visitors also 
had the opportunity of viewing the new San Francisco Mint, which is in 
the course of construction. In the afternoon an auction of donated lots was 
held with very good results, the proceeds of which were to be used to assist 
in defraying the expenses of the conference. 

At 6.45 P. M. the conference attendants and ladies gathered in the 
Italian Room of the Whitcomb Hotel for a banquet and 45 sat down to the 
festive board. Jacques Schnier, well-known sculptor and designer of the 
San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge half dollar, was the guest of honor. Mr. 
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Wernstrom welcomed those present and asked Harvey H. Hansen to act as 
toastmaster. Mr. Schnier gave a most interesting talk and a number of 
the visitors and local members were called upon and added greatly to the 
pleasure of the evening. A toast was offered to our departed fellow numis- 
matist, and President of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society, Arthur C. 
Wyman. In silence and standing the members drank this toast to one we 
all missed and who would have added greatly to the conference. After the 
banquet was over those present retired to the upper floors of the hotel and 
viewed the electrical parade of the Bay Bridge celebration. 

Sunday morning luncheon was had with the visitors and at 2 o’clock the 
public was invited to numismatic talks of short duration. Ed. M. Lee 
spoke on California gold coins, Mr. Kraft on ancient coins, and W. G. Wilson 
on stamps used as money and money on stamps. A short business session 
followed and the conference ended at 6 P. M., when the exhibits were also 
closed to the public. Among out-of-town visitors to the conference were: 
Ed M. Lee and Kenneth Lee, from Glendale; Rev. Dr. Thwing and Eugene 
Parisek, of Los Angeles, also a number from points not quite so distant. 
What we do want for the next conference is more out-of-town visitors, and 
I venture to say if you dropped a line to those that attended this one you 
would find that they would be unanimous in their verdict that it would be 
worth your while to travel a considerable distance to be with us. 

The General Committee consisted of: Ernest R. Wernstrom, general 
chairman; Chas. J. Knabenschuh, Harvey L. Hansen, Dr. H. V. Hoffman, 
E. D. Krachey, Kenneth W. Lee and Dr. A. F. Pradeau. The exhibition 
committee was composed of Roy Hill, W. G. Wilson, Roy Thomson and 
Wm. Kraft. Entertainment committee, Isidor Jacobson, E. A. Parker and 
Otto Schulz. The registration committee, R. A. Webb and A. F. Williams. 

Despite our large number of committeemen, we will all agree that to 
Ernest R. Wernstrom is due the credit not only for the fine results ob- 
tained but for the tireless way in which he planned and worked for the 
success of the conference and the exhibit. The Far West is indeed fortu- 
nate to have him here to further the cause of numismatics, and as I said 
at the banquet, I would like to have money enough to send Ernest Wern- 
strom on a trip around the country, so that each section and each club 
could benefit by his experience and enthusiasm. But as I haven’t the 
money, it will be up to you to attend our next Far Western Numismatic 
Conference (yes, the fourth) and find out all about his methods and results.

NUMISMATICS ON THE AIR. 

Those who happened to be listening to the broadcast of “The World Is 
Yours” over the Red Network of the National Broadcasting Company at 
11.30 o’clock Sunday morning, December 5, were perhaps surprised to learn 
that the program was a “History of Numismatics.” It was sponsored by 
the Office of Education, Department of the Interior, in conjunction with the 
numismatic department of the Smithsonian Institution. It was, therefore, 
the first time a broadcast on numismatics, sponsored by the Government, has 
ever been given. It was presented in dramatized form, which made it all 
the more enjoyable. 

The sketch was in the form of a visit to the coin room in the Smithsonian 
Institution by a numismatist and a party of friends, including ladies. 
After he had briefly traced the history of money back to the early days of 
barter he pointed out six coins which, in his opinion, constituted the “Ro- 
mance of Money.” These six coins were: 

1. United States dollar of 1794. 

2. The guinea of England of Charles II, 1663. 

3. Florin of Florence (Italy), 1463. 

4. Denier of Peppin the Short and Charlemagne, 700-800 A. D., to 1300 
A. D. 

5. Aureus of Marcus Aurelius. 

6. Tetradrachm of Alexander the Great. 

The coins were pointed out in the order given, and as each one was 
named a short dramatization of the reason for its issue, or events in con- 
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nection with the coinage, was given. The sketch for the 179 4 silver dollar 
purported to be a conversation between Thomas Jefferson and Alexander 
Hamilton on the adoption of the decimal system of coinage. 

Perhaps the most thrilling of the sketches was that connected with the 
issue of the florin. And perhaps, also, the incident of the auction of the 
slave in the days of barter could have been omitted without detracting 
from the value of the sketch as a whole, or at least the subject of barter 
could have been presented in a more attractive form. 

But the fact that numismatics has been deemed important enough for a 
broadcast as an educational feature under Government auspices is a matter 
for congratulation. 

Two facts worthy of record were brought out during the broadcast. One 
was that 2,000,000 people visited the National Museum each year. The 
other was the deflnition of a coin by one of the young lady visitors as “a 
piece of metal legally stamped.” 

It is to be regretted that it was not possible to have advance information 
of the broadcast given to collectors. It did, however, have advance press 
notice in the New York area.

Mr. Zerbe read the following paper: “United States $4 gold, Stellas.” 
A vote of thanks was extended to Mr. Zerbe for his paper: 

“There are here exhibited the four varieties of the $4 pattern gold pieces 
of the United States usually referred to as ‘Stellas.’ These were struck 
dated 18 79 and 1880, the obverse having two varieties of Liberty head and 
all with the same reverse. Mr. Adams credits both types as the work of 
Mint Engraver Barber. However, the fiowing hair variety is commonly re- 
ferred to as the Morgan type, the coiled hair type that of Barber. The 
purpose in seriously considering this denomination, which never advanced 
beyond the pattern stage, was the endeavor to introduce a United States 
coin that would compare in value to the regular coinage of several foreign 
countries. The four-dollar denomination was the near equivalent to the 
20-franc gold pieces of France, Belgium and Switzerland, as well as the 
20-mark of Finland, 20-drachma of Greece, 20 lire of Italy, 20-leu of 
Rumania, 20-dinar of Servia, 20-peseta of Spain, and the 20-bolivar piece of 
Venezuela, and, also, was a near equivalent to the gold 8-fiorin pieces of 
Austria and Holland. In addition to the unusual denomination, four dollars, 
the coins are also stamped ONE STELLA 400 CENTS and depart from the 
conventional inscription in that DEO EST GLORIA takes the place of IN 
GOD WE TRUST. All of the four varieties shown are excessively rare, 
excepting the flowing hair variety dated 1879, of which it is stated over 
500 pieces were struck. This, the usually obtainable variety, in proof, is 
now valued at about $125. The other varieties in gold are seldom obtain- 
able. The specimens here shown are copper patterns that have been gold 
plated and cost about $125 for the set. The set in gold would probably be 
valued at more than $1,500. I remember the old dealer, Charles Steigerwalt 
of Lancaster, Pa., now deceased, telling me years ago that in the early 1880s 
he refused to purchase ten ‘Stellas’ at $8 each, this the variety valued today 
at about $125. Our late good friend Rud Kohler made an extraordinary 
collection of twenty-franc-size gold pieces comparable in value with the 
Stella. This notable collection had approaching one hundred distinct types.”

URGES CANADIAN AS WELL AS U. S. PEACE GARDEN COIN. 

Following is a copy of a letter written by A. J. Fecht, of Houston, Texas, 
a life member of the A. N. A., to John A. Stormon, secretary of the Inter- 
national Peace Garden, Inc., regarding the advisability of having a Cana- 
dian commemorative coin struck for the International Peace Garden activi- 
ties be held in 1937. The letter follows: 

“Some time ago I received your letter giving information regarding the 
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United States half dollar to be issued to commemorate the International 
Peace Garden in North Dakota and Manitoba. Enclosed in your letter was 
the leaflet entitled “Progress of Peace,” which was read with great interest. 
The thought has occurred to me that, since the celebration is being pro- 
moted by both the United States and Canada, and whereas the United States 
will very probably issue a commemorative half dollar in 193 7 for the occa- 
sion, it would be appropriate and desirable for Canada to issue a commemo- 
rative coin depicting her part in this international program. 

“In bringing this thought to your attention it is my hope that the idea, 
if found worthy, may be referred to the proper Canadian authorities for 
consideration. Since the various coin denominations of the two countries 
are similar in weight and size, an exhibit composed of a half dollar from 
each, properly displayed in an attractive holder, would not only be sought 
by numismatists but would provide a lasting memento testifying to the 
bond of friendship between the United States and Canada.”
